GENEVA, Oct. 18.—A report by 


the Austrian Federal police to the 


League of Nations says that all the 
big European narcotic factories ap- 
pear to be working to supply the 
illicit narcotics traffic in the 
United States, 

Their report was based on an ex- 
tensive ihquiry in European coun- 
tries. The Austrians were prin- 
cipally interested in learning what 
was becoming of the opium prod- 
ucts being manufactured in 
Europe. Summarizing the findings, 
the report concludes: 

“There is no denying one fact, 
and that is that the illicit traffic 
in narcotics puts the regular traffic 
in the shade, 

“The alkaloid industry would ap- 
pear to be working solely for the 
illicit traffic, and this applies 
whether the firm has a worldwide 
reputation or whether its producers 
do not enjoy any special] repute in 
the circles concerned. 

“All the big cases of smuggling 
with which the narcotics branch at 
police headquarters has had to 
deal in recent years have pointed 
eastward. All could be traced as 
far as Turkey or Egypt, and in 
most cases farther still, to Shang- 
hai and Japan, and ultimately to 
America. 

“The United States is the final 
goal of the big consignments of 
narcotics. All the big European 
alkaloid factories appear to be 
working for that country.” 

Well-informed quarters tn 
Geneva suggested that the disclos- 
ures in this report might encour- 
age the Washington Government to 
participate in the League's confer- 
ence for the limitation of manu- 
facture of opium products. This ts

Yale Professor Deems Prohibi- 
tion More of Success Than 
People Think. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18. — Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale said today 
drinking had decreased 80 to 90 
per cent under prohibition. 

Speaking over a National Broad- 
casting Co. chain under auspices 
of the National Grange, he assert- 
ed prohibition was much more of 
a success than the public had been 
led to believe, 

“It can become a satill greater 
success—it is, in fact, becoming so, 
according to the observations of 
the new prohibition administra- 
tion,” he added. 

The public, he maintained, has 
been deceived through unfair pre- 
sentation of statistics and through 
loss of perspective, forgetting the 
drunkenness prevalent before 1918. 

“Let them read ‘Ten Nights in 
a Bar Room,’” he suggested. 

The professor said 153 statisti- 
cal sutdies on such subjects as di- 
vorce, vice, accidents, poverty and 
delinquency had, with a few excep- 
tions, shown a 35 per cent improve- 
ment to have taken place since the 
institution of national prohibition. 

“Of course,” he said, “some of 
the improvement is due to other 
causes. But the big improvement 
almost always came with prohibi- 
tion. This can scarcely be a mere 
coincidence. There are too many 
such coincidences.”

Sergt. John P. Sippel Was Re- 
tired for Disability After 
Being Shot by Suspect. 


John P. Sippel, wounded in a 
fight with a suspect almost eight 
years ago and retired from the 
police force as a ‘Detective Ser- 
geant because of physical disability 
resulting from his injury, died yes- 
terday at the home of a sister in 
Portland, Ore.

Winfield Seeman of St. Louis, 
Serving 10 Years, Flees With 
Another From Prison Gang.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 13. — 
Prison guards today had found no 
trace of Winfield Seeman, St. Louls 
convict, serving two concurrent 10- 
year sentences for first degree rob- 
pery, and Morris Rosen, second- 
term convict from Kansas City, 
who slipped away late .yesterday 
from convict gangs working at the 
gite of the new intermediate re- 
formatory, seven miles east of 
here. 

Seeman, 31 years dia, was sen- 
tenced on two charges July 5, 1929, 
but was not committed to the pen- 
itentiary until last February. Rosen 
was serving a four-year sentence 
on four charges of burglary and 
larceny. | 

When Warden Rudolph was 
asked today why a convict under 
sentences such as Seeman, was 4as- 
signed to work outside prison, he 
said: 

‘We try to pick men who won't 
run away, but now and then we 
make mistakes. Seeman is @ car- 
penter and we need men trained in 
crafts for work on the new re- 
formatory. Few of the men sent 
to the prison have a craft. We 
have 231 convicts working at the 
new reformatory, under supervi 
sion of 14 guards. They will man- 
age to slip away now and then, 
sometimes they get out of the 
prison, but we try to prevent it. 
We have to provide work for the 
men imprisoned here as far as 
possible but we can’t keep all of 
the 4100 men in here at work, as 
it is.” 

Warden Rudolph said he knew 
nothing of the circumstances of 
Seeman’s crime nor whether he had 
any previous record. The com- 
mitment papers for convicts give 
only the formal circumstances of 
the conviction and sentence, and 
no details of the convict’s crimes. 


Mentioned in Murder of Policeman 
and Overland Bank Killing. 

Seeman, involved in the murder 
of Patrolman William McCormack 
in a holdup in July, 1929, and 
named by, Lawrence B. Ahrens as 
one of the men who robbed the 
Overiand State Bank when Todd V. 
Phelps, cashier, was murdered 
Jan. 18, 1929, pleaded gullty of 
robbery Jan. 27 last and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison. He 
admitted having held up a laundry 
and was sentenced on this charge. 

Questioned by police who traced 
him to Chicago and arrested him 
there in connection with the Mc- 
Cormack murder, Seeman said he 
had driven Earl Reed, whom he 
named as the actual slayer, to Chi- 
cago after the murder. 

Ahrens later repudiated the con- 
fession which named Seeman as 
one of the Overland bank robbers 
and Seeman never was indicted in 
the case. 

Reed is serving a sentence for 
robbery in the Idaho Btate Peni- 
tentiary and efforts are being made 
to return him to 8t. Louis for trial 
on the murder charge.

Fascist speechmaker, entered into 
a verbal exchange with Hoegner. 

A running fire between the two 
caused the delegates to forget mo- 
mentarily that there were no less 
than 12 nonconfidence motions 
against the Government or its indi- 
vidual officers before the Reichstag 
and that 80 or more bills in sup- 
port of the Chancellor's financial 
program awaited their consider- 
ation. 

The Socialist speaker sought to 
place upon the Fascists responsibil- 
ity for the economic and political 
woes of Germany in recent years. 
He said Germany had been sub- 
jected to unfavorable conditions in 
the Versailles treaty and these con- 
ditions had not since been amelio- 
rated because of the suspicion 
abroad of warlike tendencies in the 
Fascist policiere. His speech also 
was aimed at Hitler’s activities 
which had caused dsitrustful treat- 
ment in European financial quar- 
ters. 

Hoegner cried: “Strasser, don’t 
provoke me or else I shall remind 
you of your broken pledge, In 1923 
you broke your word of honor 
given to the Landshut police.” The 
Landshut is a state guard body. 
Strasser replied hotly: “Only be- 
cause it was politically necessary.” 

Hoegner came back with: “In 
other words, breach of your 
pledged word is a political matter 
with you?” 

“Absolutely!” Strasser rejoined. 
There was a chorus of Socialist 
voices: “We will remember that.” 

In the moments that followed it 
was a question which had the floor, 
with both delegates shouting at 
once. This kept the opposing sides 
in a state of agitation which fin- 
ally grew worse when charges of 
accepting money from France were 
hurled from the Fascist benches at 
the Socialist Breitscheidt, who has 
been a frequent delegate to Gen- 
eva.

PORTO ALEGRE, Rio Grande 
ao Sul, Brazil, Oct. 18.~—With Bra- 
zilian revolutionaries claiming vic- 
tories in four directions from the 
Federal capital, the rebel General, 
Miguel Costa, has called on the 


Rio de Janeiro Government to give 


up the struggle. 

Revolutionary headquarters to- 
day announced that a general of- 
fensive had been launched against 
the Federal forces in the State of 
Sao Paulo. 

Gen. Costa announced the cap- 
ture of the city of Itarare, and at 
the same time addressed a message 
to all Brazilians insisting on the 
resignation of 
Capture of Itarare is disputed by 
Federal sources. 

The rebel chieftain warned. that 
if the Government should insist on 
opposing the révolution, the in- 
surgents would not be responsible 
for the fate of those to blame for 
the shedding of blood. He pro- 
posed that the Minister of War 
send observers to the main battle 
area in military planes, there to 
witness the resources of the rebels. 
Promising that they would not be 
harmed, he intimated they thus 
would see the futility of opposition. 

The revolutionaries assert they 
have made the following gains: 

North—Army of more than 10,-

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DEATH FOR MEADOWS. 

Andrew B. Meadows has received the death penalty 
for one of the most dastardly crimes ever commit- 
ted in St. Louis, the burning of Buckingham Hotel 
Annex, with the loss of seven lives. In his confession 
following arrest, Meadows admitted that he set the 
fire. At the trial he denied that part of the con- 
fession, though he admitted participating in the 
plot to burn the hotel for the insurance money. 

The fire took place before dawn on Dec. 5, 1927, 
when the guests of the hotel, many of them women, 
were asleep. The building was equipped with rope 
fire escapes of an antique model, which made the 
task of rescue exceedingly difficult, and the heart- 
rending scenes that ensued will never be forgotten 
by those who witnessed them. 

Meadows had little to offer in extenuation of his 
part in the holocaust, and the jury’s verdict was a 
just one. Meadows’ cold-blooded quest for his blood 
money after the crime was ¢onsummated adds to the 
horror of the case. Again the Circuit Attorney and 
his staff have shown themselves the most efficient 
set of prosecutors St. Louis has had in many vears. 
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MUSY JURORS BE IGNORANT? 

Testimony as to the Ryckoff change of venue plea, 
now being taken im Judge Green’s court, gives rise | 
to the question: “What ,constitutes a competent 
Tirtr?”

The most important county offices to be filled in the 
approaching election are those of the judiciary. In se 


‘| Jecting candidates for the bench independent voting 


should be the rule. Judicial office is not political, 
but the character and capacity of Judges deeply con- 
cern citizens because the processes of justice, both 
in civil and criminal! cases, depend upon the integ- 
rity, knowledge of the law and general fitness of 
Judges. 

The voters of the county have an opportunity to 
demonstrate their political independence and serve 
their own interests and the public welfare by voting 
independently on the candidates for election to the 
Circuit bench. Two candidates for Judges of the Cir- 
cuit Court in St. Louis County on the Democratic 
ticket are lawyers of recognized high standing and 
capacity. They are Benjamin A. Wood and Henry 
M. Eversole. Neither is connected with any political 
machine, but both were selected on the ground of 
fitness. 

The Post-Dispatch is not in the slightest degree 
interested in their politics. We are interested only 
in the question of fitness. We believe these two can- 
didates are better equipped for the bench than their 
Republican opponents, Fred Mueller, former Prose 
cuting Attorney, and Robert McElhianey, son of for- 
mer Judge McElhinney. They are lawyers of experi- 
ence, with known and demonstrated capacity. 

There is another strong consideration for the ex- 
ercise of political independence in voting for these 
candidates. The county is strongly RepuDlican and 
is dominated by a powerful party machine. Under 
the circumstances, it is a good thing to have men of 
integrity and capacity of a different political com- 
plexion on the bench. It gives assurance of judi- 
cial conduct wholly free from machine influence. 
Questions for judicial determination are more likely 
to be decided strictly on merit. 

Now and then the voters of the county have dis 
played independence and have overcome the power 


of the dominant machine to elect opposing candidates | 


on their merits. We repeat that the opportunity to 
serve the public interest in the county is presented 
in the contest for the Circuit bench.

ple who came back after a few weeks 

in Europe with loud complaints about 
the American level of civilization. Yet I 
must confess that my sojourn in Sweden 
has made me dissatisfied in some ways with 
our social machinery. In many respects 
group life seems to function much better at 
the foot of the Arctic Circle. 

One gets the impression there that Scan- 
jinmavia has no dark corners. I was told 
that Stockholm had no slums, and my own 
investigations failed to uncover any. I saw 
no bread-lines, no poorly dressed people, 
and né@body, except one blind man selling 
lead pencils, who was even remotely re- 
lated to a beggar. 

Of course, at the moment Sweden is go- 
ing through a period of relative prosperity, 
but even in less cheerful times the coun- 
try has a way of looking after its depend- 
ents. Old age insurance takes a good deal 
of worry off the minds of the earning class, 
and the institutions that care for helpless 
ald pedple are palaces compared to the so- 
called almshouses in America. 


Miss Karin Hasselgren, the only woman 
member of the Swedish Senate, told me 
that there is no such thing as a deadline 
for workers at 45. Some factories tried to 
introduce it, but the general decisicn of 
employers wag.that men who were wor- 
ried about the future were less competent 
than those who were not, and that industry 
itself suffered in the long run. 

Count Keyserling once remarked that in 
the matter of achieving a frictionless social 
life Sweden is ahead of any country in Eu- 
repe. A couple of weeks there gave me the 
same impression. 

But although I stayed in Sweden long 
enough to develop a great respect for its 
culture, I found it just @ little hard to un- 
derstand its people. Swedish reserve is 
probabiy the most durable variety in the 
world, beside them the English are as frank 
and open as so many buttercups. 

The difference between the Swedes and 
the genial, easy-going Norwegians is evi- 
dent as soon as one crosses the border. The 
collars become higher and stiffer. the Lows 
deeper and the atmosphere of the train 
compartments drops at least 20 degrees.

Yet the Swedes insist that they are an 


extremely democratic people. It is always 
one of their first refharks when they hap- 


| ALWAYS rather looked down on peo- 


on him ever so casually in a train com- 
partment he is likely to interrupt his con- 
versation and glare at the offending 
stranger. 

At times he shows an almost Hindu dread 
of brushing against an unhallowed passer- 
by. People sitting on park benches hastily 
draw back their feet and umbrellas if one 
passes even two yards from their sensitive 
toes. After a few days of such glances. 


the traveler looks anxiously in his mirror 


to see if he is breaking out with measi-s. 
This attitude is not inspired by anti-for- 
eignism, as the tourist might think; un- 
acquainted Swedes frequently bestow the 
same looks on each other. 

I confess that I find the Swedish disiike 
for the stranger very difficult to under- 
stand. One might expect such an attitude 
in a provincial and long-isolated people; 
yet the Swedes have been visiting the far 
ends of the earth since the first Viking 
boat put out from a pine-fringed cove. It 
is also remarkabie that nothing correspond- 
ing to this trait is to be found in genial and 
friendly Norway. There informal talk 
flourishes in railroad compartments and 
kindly efforts are made to draw the tourist 
into the conversation. 

There are evidences here and there, how- 
ever, that the Swede is not satisfied with 
the hard cyst which he has grown around 
his natural spontaneity. His rather wistful 
remarks about demidécracy seem to indicate 
it; so does his behavior when he has a fair 
chance to bend. Possibly we are seeing the 
beginning of the great Scandinavian thaw. 
The day may come when casual visitors will 
see some of the charm now reserved for 
people with letters of introduction. 


A story illustrating the formal attitude 
of strangers is sometimes told by the Crown 
Prince. Two Swedes were telling each other 
side-splitting stories in a railroad compart- 
ment. A third Swede—a stranger to the 
other two—bore the strain as long as he 
could.. Finally, after an especially funny 
tale, he rose to his feet and made a formal 
bow. 

“My name is Anderson,” he said. “May 
I laugh, too?”

Meetings Also Will Be Held 
Looking to Increase in

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Presi- 


dent Hoover last night continued 
his series of business conferences 
at the White House, conferring 
with William Z Ripley, professor 
of economics at Harvard Univer- 
sity and author of the preliminary 


plan for consolidation of the na- | 


tion's railroad systems. Prof. Rip- 
ley was a guest for dinner and dis- 
cussed business affairs with the 
Chief Executive afterward. His 
visit follewed closely those of Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, New York finan- | 
cler, and other business men who | 
have come to the Capital to give 
Mr. Hoover their views of the busi- | 
ness trend. 

After the Cabinet meeting yes- 
terday, the President named six of 
its members along with Gov. Mey- 
er of the Federal Reserve Board 
to draw up a program for continu- 
ing and strengthening Federal ac- 
tivities to decrease unemployment. 
In this connection, Secretary of 
Commerce Lamont left today for 
New York City to begin inquiries 
looking toward co-ordination of 
relief work between Federal and 
State authorities. The Commerce 
Secretary made no comment, but 
it was understood at his 
ment that he might make it a point 
to confer with business men who 
have undertaken the arrangements 
for relief in the metropolis during 
the winter. 

“As a nation.” the President 
said. “we must prevent hunger and 
cold to those of our people who 
are in honest difficulties.” 

The Government wil seek to in- 
crease direct Federal employment 
in public works, but the emphasis 
of the presidential program will be 
Placed on co-operation with Gov- 
ernors and employment organiza-| 
tions in regional measures for re- 
lief, and consultation with the 
Principal industries on methods for 
keeping up their output and their 
employment. 

The Cabinet members on the 
committee are Secretaries Lamont, 
Davis, Wilbur, Hurley, Hyde and 
Mellon, representing respectively 
Commerce, Labor, Interior, War, | 
Agriculture and Treasury, which | 
are the Governments departments 
in’ a position to create employment 
or aid industry.
